One of the rescuers said as he was 
chopping away: ‘You are a brave young 
chap.’’ ;

NATIONAL CONVENTION TO BE CALLE 


Silver Republicans Will Endeayo;

Chicago, November 29 —Tha enecia) 
meeting of the national committea of the 
silver republican party adjourned today 
to meet again at the call of the chairman, 
after having taken action that practically 
assures the fusion of the party with the 
‘democratic and populist parties, the ‘nh. 
dorsement of the democratic platform ang 
the presidential candidate of that party, 

The sub-committee appointed yesterday 
to decide on the date and place of holding 
the national convention and also to report 
on matters of practical organization for 
the campaign, ineluding the apportion. 
ment of delegates from the various states 
to the national convention, submitted {ts 
report to the committee today and after 
a lengthy discussion its recommendations, 
with one or two amendments, were adopt. 
ed. The sub-committee recommended that 
all of the matters_in atfestion be referreg 
for action to the executive committee, of 
which former Senator Dubois, of Idaho, 
is chairman. 

Chaitman Towne gave out the following 
official statement of the action of the 
committee: 

“A resolution was unanimously adopted 
that a national convention of the nationa! 
silver republican party be held, and the ex. 
ecutive committee was instructed to con- 
fer with the democratic and populist na. 
tional committee in an effort to’secure, if 
possible, the holding of a)! three national 
conventions at the same time and place, 
and at the earliest practicable date, to 
the end that complete co-operation of the 
reform forces may be had. The executive 
| committee was authorized to determine 
| the number of delegates to the national 
convention, the same not to be less than 
2,000, to atrange the basis of selection and 
to allot the representation from each 
state.

There was not a member of the board 
that favored the use of limestone, and the 
only reason that the bid was accepted 
was that it was the lowest and the com- 
missioners saw a way of observing the 
law to the letter and at the same time of 
having a courthouse built either of mar- 
ble or granite.

At that time nine contracting compa- 
nied filed sealed proposals, and they were 
required to submit bids on granite, mar- 
ble, oolitic limestone and sandstone. Gude 


& Walker offered to build of granite for | 


$111,500; of marble for $113,300; of oolitic 
limestone for $101,300, and of sandstone for 
$111,009. 

From the figures submitted by this firm 
it was clear that by deducting the $2,009, 
the difference in the material to be used 
in the rear pavilion, the annex could be 


marble for $111,300, being an average of 
about $11,109 in excess of the bid accepted 
for the limestone.
